RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 4th April 1964 

No. 17 (l)/ 64 -BOT.— The Government of India have decided to set up an Export 
Promotion Advisory Committee at Delhi. The functions of the Committee will be: 

(a) To act, as a channel of communication between the Government of India 

and the exporting interests in the Northern region comprising the 
States of Jammu and Kashmir, Punjab, Rajasthan and Uttar Pradesh 
and the Union Territories of Himachal Pradesh and Delhi so as to 
facilitate the discussion of problems relating to exports from these 
regions. 

(b) To make recommendations regarding the appropriate means and 

methods to be adopted for expanding exports from the region; 

(c) To promote interest among Indian manufacturers in the Northern region 

in the expansion of the sales overseas; and 

(d) To maintain close liaison in the matter of export promotion with the 

Export Promotion Councils and other bodies in the country connected 
with promotion of exports. 

The Committee will consider matters concerning export and will make recom¬ 
mendations consistent with the general policies regarding foreign trade, laid down 
from time to time by the Government of India, 

2. Shri Ravinder Nath, Adviser Export Promotion Government of Punjab, will 
be the Chairman of the Committee. The other members of the Committee 
including officials of the States concerned will be notified in due course. The 
Controller in charge of Export Promotion licencing in the office of the Joint Chief 
Controller of Imports & Exports, Central Licencing Area, New Delhi, will function 
as Secretary, of the Committee. 

The Chairman may specially invite other persons connected with export trade 
to the meetings of the Committee, 

3. The Committee shall have powers to appoint Sub-Committees and Panels of 
experts to deal with special problems or group of problems in regard to the 
development of export. 
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4, The Committee shall lay down its own rules of procedure. 

5, The Committee shall meet at least once a quarter. The meetings may be 
held not only at Delhi, which will be the headquarters of the Committee but at 
other important industrial centres in the northern region also, 

6, The Committee is constituted for a term of two years. 

Order 

Ordered that a copy of this Resolution be communicated to all State Govern¬ 
ments concerned. 

Ordered also that the Resolution be published In the Gazette of India for 
general information.
